THEIR COMMERCIAL CONVENTION... . 


The commerctals relations of the British 
Empire and Germany are at present regulated 
onalarranyement, pending the con- 
clusion of a new cammercial ty. Imports 
nation treatnient, which is likewise accorded to 
imports from all British cotoniesand possessions 
with the exception of Canada.

The great export interests of Germany coincide” 
with those of England at two points—in China 
and in that portion of America which does not 
belong to, the United States, ‘The statistics of 
the imports of British:[ndia show the extent to 
which, trade-can be developed in an Asiatic 
country when it has been opened to civilization. 
The amount of these imports per head of the 
population is three or four times as great asthe 
corresponding figures for the treaty, ports of 
China, That Germany should play the part ofa 
conqucringy Power in China ts, according to the: 

It 
is, therefore, imperatively incumbent upon the 
German Government to gee that China does 
not become subject to other Powers which 
would desire to surround their acquisitions by 
a wall of prohibitive tariffs. The interests of 
English commerce are. in this cqse identical 
with those of Germany, The open door and 
equal rights for all nations arc, therefore the
